chance for the president's recovery, 


For some time after the receipt ol 


the sad news Tort Wayne was as a 
city stunned.

doned and men rushed to the bulletin 
boards or bought extra editions of 
The Sentinel, devouring- eagerly the 
slightest bit of additional inforirui 
iota. 
On the streets 
indignation 


expressed at a crime so foul was min- 
gled with horror and sympathy for

-McKinley. 
When 
a 
report 


gained circulation that the- president 
was dead, everyone took the matter 
as a personal bereavement. 


While the base ball game was in 


progress at League park th? new of 
the attempted assassination of the 
president was announced to the peo 
pie in the grand stand by Umpire 
Latham, and although the game was 
continued* interest in it was lost. 
The spectators were mute with as- 
tonishment and grief, and many of 
them left. 


At the Jewish temple last 


the congregation arose at the con- 
clusion of the services, while Eabbi 
Frederick Cohn offered a prayer for 
the president's recovery. He alluded 
to the president as "The liberate r or 
Cuba, and the bearer of light, lib- 
erty and happiness to million.- of 
our fellow-crentures across the seas."

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 7.—President 


McKinley was shot twice by an as- 
sassin as he stood in the Temple of 
Music at the Pan-American exposi- 
tion at 4 o'clock Friday afternoon. 
The shots were fired by a nun who 
gave the name of Fred NLemon, of 
Detroit, who said afterward that he 
was an anarchist and had only done 
his duty. 


The police learned later that the 


real name of the would-be assassin is 
Leon Czolgosz. He was born in De- 
troit aud came here,from. Cleveland. 


The attempted .assassination took 


place in the presence of 3,000 people 
who had crowded into the Temple of 
Music, and while 10,000 others stood 
outside the temple waiting for a 
chance to enter and shake hands with 
the president. 


The first bullet struck tho sternum 


in the president's chest, deflected to 
the right, and traveled beneath the 
skia to a point directly below the 
right nipple* The second bullet pene- 
trated the abdomen. 


Only a 
superficial 
wound 
was 


caused by the first bullet, and within 
five minutes after the physicians 
reached the president it had been re 
moved. The second bullet was not 
found. An operation was performed 
on the president at the Emergency 
hospital on the exposition grounds at 
6 o'clock by I>r, Matthew D. Mann. 
Dr. John Parmenter and Dr. Herman 
Mynter. 
The president's stomach 


was opened, but the bullet was not 
found. Draining tubes were inserted 
the incision was sewed up, and at 
7:45 o'clock the president was re- 
moved to the home of John G. Mil- 
bum, at Delaware avenue and Ferry 
street. 


The doctors stated after the opera- 


tion that they were hopeful, and that 
while the wound caused by the second 
shot was serious, it was not neces- 
sarily fatal. 


WOTTLDOBE ASSASSIN SEIZED. 
The man who did the shooting was 


seized immediately by the detectives. 
He offered no resistance and at first 
refused 
to give any information 


about himself. 
Later he said his 


name was Fred Nieman. that he was 
28 years old and had come to Buffalo 
from Detroit a week ago. He -was 
living: at No. 1025 Broadway. 
He 


gave his occupation as a blacksmith 
and said he was born in Detroit. 


The reception to the president yes- 


terday Afternoon was one .to which 
the general public had- been invited 
President John G. Milburn of the ex- 
position* had introduced the president 
to the great crowd in the temple and 
men. women and children came for- 
ward for a personal greeting. Among 
those in line was Nieman, whose left 
hand was wrapped in a: (handkerchief. 


Folded in tlj^ handkerchief was a 


32-calibrc derringer, ,A little giv 
was led up by her father and the 
president shook hands with her. As 
she passed along to the right the 
president looked after her smilingly 
and waved his hand in a pleasant 
adieu. Next in line came the as- 
sassin. 


As the president turned to the 


right again, bringing his right ham; 
about in the characteristic attitude 
with which he extends it while re- 
ceiving, Nieman thrust out both his 
hands, brushed aside -the president's 
extended hand, and brought the re- 
volver hidden in the handkerchief UD 
against the president's stomach. At 
the same instant lie pulled the trig- 
ger. The first bullet entered too 
high for the purpose ojt the assassin 
'who had fired again as soon as his 
finger could move the -trigger,. 


INTO DETECTIVE'S AEMS. 


On receiving the first shot Presi 


dent KcKinley lifted himself on his 
toes with something of a gasp. His 
movement caused the second shot to 
enter just below the navel. With the 
second shot the president sank back 
Detective Geary caught the president 
in his arms and President Milburn 
helped to support him. 


It had all happened 'in An instant 


Almost before the noise of the second 
report sounded Nieman was seizec 
by E. S. Ireland, a United States 
secret service man. who stood directly 
opposite 
the 
president 
Ireland 


hurled 'him to the floor, and as he fell 
a negro waiter named John Harjper 
leaped upon him. 
Soldiers of the 


United States artillery detailed at the 
reception sprang forward, -and he was 
surrounded by a squad of exposition 
police nnd secret service detectives. 


Detective Gallagher, grabbed Nic- 


mann's left hand, tore away the 
handkerchief and seized the revolver. 
The artillerymen seeing the revolver 
in Gallagher's hand, rushed at him 
and handled him rather roughly. 
Meanwhile Ireland and the negro 
held the assassin, endeavoring to 
shield him from the attacks of the in- 
furiated artillerymen and the blows 
of the policemen's clubs. 


Supported by Detective Geary and 


President Milburn, and surrounded 
by Secretary Geargo B. Cortelyou and 
half a dozen exposition officials, the 
president was assisted to a chair. 
His face was very white, but he 
made no outcry, and sank .back with 
one hand holding bis abdomen, the 


other fumbling at his breast. 
His 


eyes were open and he was clearly 
conscious of all that had transpired. 


FIRST THOUOHT FOB WTFE. 
He looked up into President Mil* 


burn's face and gasped: 


*'Conelyou!" 
The president's secretary beat over 


him. 


"Cortelyou," said the president, 
my wife; be careful 
about 
"her; 


don't let her know.". 


Moved -by a. paroxysm he writhed 


to the left, and then his eyes fell on 
the prostrate form of the would-te 
assassin. Nieman lay on the floor, 
bloody and helpless 
beneath 
the 


blows of the guard. 
The president 


raised h'is right hand, red with his 
own blood, and 
placed it on the 


shoulder of his secretary. 


•Let no one hurt him," he gasped, 


and sank back in the chair, while 
the guards carried Niemnn out of h:s 
sight. 


An ambulance from the exposition 


hospital was summoned immediate- 
ly, and the president, still conscious. 
sank upon the stretcher. 
Secretary 


Cortelyou and 
Mr. Milburn 
rode 


with him in the ambulance, and :P 
nine minutes after the shooting the 
president was awaiting- the arrival 
of surgeons, who hnd been summoned 
from alJ sections of the city, and by 
special train from 'Niagara Falls. 


The president continued conscious, 


and conversed with Mr. Cortelyou 
and Mr. Milburn on his way to the 
hospital. , 


**I am sorry,'* He said, "to have 


been ihe cause of trouble to the ox- 
position." 


Three thoughts had found expres- 


sion with the president; first, that 
the news should be kept from his 
wife; 
second, 
that 
the assassin 


should not be harmed, and third, re- 
g-ret that the tragedy might hurt 
the exposition. 


BENT ON VENGEANCE. 


The news that the president had 


been shot passed across the exposi- 
tion grounds in 
almost incredible 


speed, and the crowd 
around the 


temple grew until it counted 50,000 
people. This big crowd followed ths 
ambulance respectfully to the hos- 
pital, and then divided itself into 
two parts, one anxious to learn the 
condition of the president and to 
:atch up every rumor that came from 
the hospital; the other eager to find 
the assassin and to punish him. 


Certain it is that if the officials 


had not used remarkable diligence 
in taking Nieman out of the way cf 
the crowd he 
would 
have 
been 


mobbed and beaten to death. 
Nie- 


man had been carried into a side 
room at the northwest corner of the 
temple. There he was searched, but 
nothing was found upon him except 
a letter relating to lodging. 


They -washed the blood from his 


face and asked him who he was and 
why he tried to kill th* president. 
He made no answer 
at first, but 


finally gave the name of Nieman. 
He is of medium height, smooth* 
shaven, 'brown hair, and was dressed 
in the 
ordinary clothes of a me 


shanic. 
He offered no explanation 


of the deed except that he was an 
anarchist and had done his duty. 


A detail of exposition guards was 


sent for and a company of soldier."?. 
A carriage was summoned. South 
of the temple a space had been roped 


off. 
The crowd tore out the iron 


stanchion holding the 
ropes 
and 


carried the 
ropes to 
the flagpole 


standing near by on the esplanade* 


"Lynch him!" cried 
a 
hundre:! 


voices, and a start was made for one 
of the entrances of the temple. Sol- 
diers and police beat back the crowd. 
Guards and people were wrangling, 
shouting and fighting. In this con- 
fusion. Nieman, still bleeding, his 
clothes torn and 
scarcely able to 


walk, was led out by Captain James 
F. Vallaly, chief of the exposition 
detectives. Commandant Robinson, 
and a squad of secret men. Nieman 
was thrown into a carriage and thrae 
detectives jumped in with him. Cap- 
tain Vallaly leaped to the driver's 
seat and lashed the horses into a 
gallop. The crowd burst into a roar 
of rage. 


'•Murderer!" "Assassin!" "Lynch!" 


"Hang him!" they yelled, 
/Men sprang at'the 
horses 
and 


clutched at the .whirling wheels of 
the carriage. Nieman huddled back 
in the corner, concealed between two 
detectives. 


"The rope!" 
"The rope.™ yelled 


the crowd, and they started forward 
all in one grand fight, the soldiers 
to save and the citizens to take the 
man's life 


Soldiers fought a way clear at the 


heads of the horses, and, pursued 
by the infuriated thousands, the car* 
ringe whirled across tho esplanade, 
the horses at full gallop across th3 
triumphal causeway and vanished 
through the Lincoln parkway gate, 
galloping down 
Delaware avenue 


until 
police 
headquarters 
was 


reached. 


Thousands 
left 
the 
exposition 


grounds on learning that the assas- 


had been taJken to police head* 


and followed there, willing 


to do violent justice If the president 
had died. As evening came on the 
numbers grew so that the multitudes 
blocked all the streets in the vicinity 
of police headquarters, ten thousand 
asking one another: 


kils the president still alive?" 


SURGEONS SUMMONED. 


All efforts of the police to disperse 


the crowds were vain and futile. TheN 


roar of conversation of this mass of 
people penetrated even to the cell 
where Nieman lay. 
Now and then 


the crowd would surge over to one of 
the newspaper bulletin, boards and 
cheer wildly when the stat^ment'was 
flashed out that hope was entertained. 


While this crowd threatened the 


life of the assailant, every-n&ffort was 
being made to offer scientific aid to 
the president and to bring to Jiin 
bedside the best surgeons that could 
be secured. 
Dr. E. W. Lee, of St. 


Louis; Dr. Storer, of Chicago, and Dr. 
Van Peyma, of Buffalo, were on the 
grounds and joined the hospital staff. 
Dr. Matthew M. Kann. Dr. Herman 
Mynter, and Dr. John Parmenter 
were summoned by telephone, and 
Drs. Harrington and Stockton, were 
brought to the grounds in swift au 
tomobiles. 


The president was borne out of the 


Temple of Music at 4:14 o'clock by 
Drs. Hall. Ellis and Maim, jr., in 
charge of the ambulance. 
The crowd 


fell back when it saw the figure of 
the president on the stretcher. There 
was no need for the police to ask the j 
crowd to move back. 
Along" the; 


court of fountains and through the 
mall, the crowd it£*lf cleared a path- 


way, 
crying1 
*'Keep back!" 
**Koep 


back!'"*'Make way!" 


Colonel Chapin, of General Boe's 


staff, with the mounted escort which 
had accompanied President McTCin- 
ley in his outdoor appearances since 
his arrival in Buffalo, surrounded the 
ambulance and at full gallop they 
whirled to the hospital. 
Six doctors 


were at the president's side within 
thirty seconds after his arrival, and 
the nurses had made ready for the 
task of the surgeons. 
Outside the 


hospital the police established safety 
lines and the crowd fell back, thous- 
ands remaining there for hours and 
whispering questions to those who 
went in and out of the hospital. 


ONE BULLET REMOVED. 


The president was stripped and 


placed where the surgeons might see 
his wounds. 
In the room with the 


president were: 
Mr. Milburn and 


Secretary Cortelyou. In the hall of 
the hospital were Chairman John M. 
Scatleherd. of the executive commit- 
tee of the exposition, and Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, Melville C. Han- 
nn, of Cleveland, was also present. 


The first news that came from the 


operating room was that one bullet 
had been extracted, and that tliir 
wound was superficial aud by no 
means serious. 
Then came the news

At 5:32 o'clock Secretary "W. 


V. Cox, of the government board of 
exposition managers, 
arrived with 


Dr. Hixey, Mrs. Kixey and Mrs. Cor- 
telyou. 
They had come direct from 


Ihe Milburn home, where Mrs, Mc- 
Kinley was sleeping, all unconscious 
of what had happened. 


Officers of the army and navy, in* 


eluding Captain Hcbson. and foreign 
diplomats, who came here for presi- 
dent's day, crowded the corridors ol 
the hospital. 


At 
C o'clock 
Captain 
Vallaly 


brought the news that he had deliv* 
ered the prisoner safely -at police 
headquarters in the custody of the 
detectives who arrested him. 
As the 


6 o'clock whistles were blowing Mr. 
Scatcherd and Harry Ha ml in emerged 
from the hospital 
and asked the 


crowd to move still further back and 
preserve quiet. 
The request 
was 


obeyed instantly. 
It was announced 


to the people at this time that the 
president was about to undergo the 
operation to find the second bullet. 
Dr. Mann performed tho operation, 
assisted by Drs. Parmenter, Mynter 
and Rixey. 


TO MILBURN'S HOME. 


Tho 
crowd waited patiently 
for 


twenty minutes, when the news was 
brought to it that the president had 
undergone the operation, that the 
bullet had not been found, that the 
drainage tubes had been, inserted, the 
incision had been sewed up, and the 
surgeons were hopeful of the out- 
come. 


Two telegrams were sent to Vice 


President Roosevelt at this time, one 
notifying him of the shooting and 
the second one informing him that 
the president had regained conscious- 
ness after the operation. 


Dr. Itoswell Park, whose reputation 


as a surgeon is international, was 
pei forming an operation at Niagara 
Falls yesterday afternoon.- 
The New 


York Central brought him from Ni- 
agara Falls to the exposition on o 
special train, and he arrived in time 
to be consulted in regard to thfe oper- 
ation. 
Arrangements were nnde to 


remove the president to the Milburn 
house before any reaction might set 
in. 


At 6:50 o'clock Dr. and Mrs. Kixey, 


Mrs-. Cortelyou and Webb C. Hayes. 
a son of the late President Hayes, 
drove to the Milburn. home to" make 
preparations to receive him. 
Two 


I nurses from the hospital took an au- j 


loaded with supplies, down 


to the Milburn house, and at 7 #5 
o'clock the ambulance backed to the 
hospital door. 


Four surgeons carried the stretcher 


on which the president lay. 
Eis 


head rested on a pillow and a whit* 
sheet concealed all but his face, which 
looked as white as the linen around 
it 
There was not a sound from the 


crowd. 
All heads were bare. 
It 


could be seen that the president was 
conscious, that his eyes were open, 
but he made no sign. 


MUS, M'XINLEY HEARS IT. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. T.-Immedi- 


ately the president was cared for at 
the exposition grounds Director Gen- 
ural W. I. Buchanan-started for the 
Milburn residence to forestall any in- 
formation that might reach there by 
telephone or otherwise. Very luckily 
he was first to arrive with the in- - 
formation. 
The Niagara Falls trip 


had tired Mrs. McKinley and on re* 
turning to the Milburn residence she 
took leave of her nieces, the Misses 
Barber, and the president's 
niece, 


Miss Duncan, as well as their hostess, 
Mrs. Miibuni, and went to her room 
to rest. 


Mr. Buchanan broke the news as 


gently as possible to the nieces aud 
consulted with them and Mrs. Mil- 
burn as to the best course to pursue 
in breaking the news to Mrs. McKiu- 
ley. It was finally decided that on 
awakening, or shortly thereafter, Mr. 
Buchanan should break the news to 
her if, in the meantime, her physi- 
cian, Dr. Rixey, had not arrived. 


Mrs, McKinley awoke from 
her 


sleep about 5:30 o'clock. 
She was 


feeling splendidly, she said, and at 
once took up her crocheting-, which, 
as is well known, is one of her fa- 
vorite diversions. 


Immediately on Mr. Buchanan's ar- 


rival at the Milburn home he had 
telephonic communication therewith 
cut off, for already there had been 
several calls and he decided on this 
as the wisest course to pursue lest 


Mrs. 
McKinley, hearing 
the con- 


tinued ringing of the telephone bell, 
might inquire what it meaent. 


While the light of day remained 


Mrs. McKinley continued with her 
crocheting, 
keeping 
to her room. 


When it became dusk and the presi* 
dent had not arrived she began to 
feel anxious concerning him. 


There was no clock in Mrs. Mc- 


Kinley's room and 
when it was 7 


o'clock she had no idea it was so late 
and this is when she began to feel 
anxious concerning her husband, for 
he was due to return to Mr. MHburn's 
house about 6 o'clock. 


At 7 o'clock Dr. Rixey arrived at 


the Milburn residence. He had been 
driven hurriedly down Delaware ave- 
nue in an open carriage. As he came 
up Mr. Buchanan was out on the lawn 
:onversing with a reporter. 


'•Do you know," said Mr. Buchanan, 


"I had a sort of premonition of this? 
Since early mom ing I had been ex- 
tremely nervous and 
feared 
that 


something might go wrong. Our trip 
to the falls was uneventful, but what 
an awful sad ending to our day." 


At 7:20 Dr. Rixey came out of the 


house, accompanied 
by Col. Webb 


Hayes, son of 
ex-President Hayes, 


who is a friend of President McKin- 
ley. They entered a carriage and re- 
turned to the exposition hospital. 


After Dr. Rixey had gone Director 


General Buchanan said that the doc- 
tor had broken the news to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. He said she stood it bravely, 
though considerably affected. 


If it was possible to bring him to 


her she wanted it done. Dr, Rixey 
assured her that the president could 
be brought with safety from the ex- 
position grounds, aud when he left 
Mr. Milburn's it was to complete all 
arrangements for the removal of the 
president. 


A big force of regular patrolmen 


was assigned to the 
Milburn resi- 


dence.

Were it not that rich men,

these less favored by fortune* dissi- 
pate their wealth by indulgence in 
vices and folly the world would have 
far more millionaires than it has at 
present and their possessions would 
be far greater in the aggregate. But 
the weaknesses of some of those who 
have inherited vast riches give tho 
rest of the world a chance to pick up 
the shekels they scatter broadcast, 
and tend to equalize, in some degree 
at least, the accumulations of money. 


The late duke of Portland spent

fabulous sums in building the under-

apartments 
at 
Welbeck, 


which, among other things, contain 
a subterranean 
Rotten row. But, 


then, he was a man of great wealth 
jui-.l possessed of a morbid hatred of 
his fellow creatures. The sums he 
spent to gratify his morbid propen- 
sities made great inroads upon his 
wealth and when he died a few years 
ago it was found that he was only 
moderately rich, instead of being the 
Croesus the majority of Englishmen 
supposed him to be. 
A MAD KING'S EXTRAVAGANCE. 


For sheer magnificence of folly the 


king of Bavaria surpasses al* 


other cases. Among: other things he 
•was devoted to music and the theater* 
but could never bear to sit with a 
crowd of people near him. Therefore, 
whenever he wanted to see a play 
or hear an opera* f.s he .constantly did, 
he had the whole performance special- 
ly arranged for himself. 


On one occasion the indulgence of 


•this whim cost him £20,000 for a 
single performance. 
He 
also pos- 


sessed a mania for building. In one 
famous palace the hall is decorated 
v/ith enameled peacocks and contains 
rooms of every conceivable color. 
The bedroom is of purple and gold 
and the heavily gilded bed itself cost 
over £125,000. 


Another room of vast extent is en- 


tirely lined with superb mirrors and 
is lighted by 2,500 candles. He al- 
ways used to drink a wonderful mix- 
ture of white -wine of a rare brand 
'and champagne, on the surface of 
•which floated freshly gathered vio- 
lets. 
The mixing of this beverage 


used to cost £10 each time. 


A SCIENTIST'S WEAKNESS. 
Perhaps one of the strangest in- 


stances of these "follies" is that of 
a very eminent scientific man in Eng- 
land who for many years of his life 
lived in an old, tumbledown barn, 
•which he also used as his laboratory, 
-working sixteen hours a day and ex- 
isting on the barest necessities. When 
he was successful in his experiments 
and realized an enormous fortune his 
ideas of comfort were, to put it mild- 
ly, unusual. Ho bought a small and 
rather pretty cottage in one of the 
more isolated portions of Surrey. At 
the back of this, in an inclosed space, 
he built an enormous winter garden, 
all roofed in with glass. 


Inside the building was one vast

cemented at the sides and with small

The cost of the building and of stock- 
ing it with these rare plants and 
creatures was £75.000. 


A SUBTERRANEAN I/AK'E, 


In contrast to this there is another 


and perhaps stranger case of a York- 
shire gentleman called Haines. By 
Occident a very large"and unexplored 
cave was discovered on his property. 
He spent a huge fortune in having 
this excavated and transformed into 
a subterranean lake. It was mag- 
nificently lighted by electricity and 
the roof was entirely covered with 
glittering staloctities, giving it the 


engine free of expense by vrny of ex- 
periment, and tills little installation 
worked so well that it quickly led to 
the placing of several orders for 
more. 
Since then about sixty oil en- 


gines have been set up in different 
places, practically all for plantation 
work, about two-thirds of the engines 
having come from Germany and the 
others from British makers, the Brit- 
ish engines, it is said, growing in

In Chicago 100,000 persons were left 
without homes, and 200 were killed.

The old world's most calamitous 


fire was that which took place in 
London in 1666. which destroyed 
14,000 buildings, laid 400 streets 
waste, and rendered 200,000 persons 
homeless, the loss of life being 1,000, 
and that of property $40,000,000. 
Moscow's conflagration in 1812 con- 
sumed 8,000 of the city's 10,000 
buildings, compelling 20,000 of tho 
city's inhabitants to sleep on the 
ground, destroyed 
200 lives and 


$10,000,000 of property, and had 
political consequences which affected 
ihe history of Europe. 
It brought 


Bonaparte's Russian campaign to dis- 
aster, caused a retreat in the dead 
of winter in which the lives of 150,-

We'bster did not posses one of the

lar endearment, Jackson was "Old 
Hickory/' "Old Roman;" Harrison 
was "Old Tip;" Clay was "Harry of 
the West/' "the Mill Boy of the 
Slashes;" and Taylor, "Old Rough- 
and-JReady/' but the senator from 
Massachusetts was "the Hon. Daniel 
Webster" to his dying day.

to "Rough-and-Beady," therefore, 
and not to Daniel Webster, that the 
whig masses turned in 1848, when 
they were done with Clay.

At the first deposit, so-called, sev- 


eral sections of land are strewn with 
fallen and broken trunks washed out 
by erosion from the fine grayish, san- 
dy material in which they are em- 
bedded. 
Here is the -noted Chalce- 


dony bridge. 
One of tho finest legs, 


neaily four feet in diameter, spans 
the deep gully, its end resting on the 
b'anks and still partly covered up. 
Much of the wood in this part of the 
forest is broken up and scattered over 
the ground in small fragments. 


The second deposit, four miles to 


the southeast, covers several hundred 
acres, and consists of large logs, 
many of them three and four feet 
long, on which the bark, although 
petrified and having the hardness of 
stone, appears as natural as if the 
trees had been felled but a short time 
before. 


The third deposit, the largest of all, 


consists of thousands upon thousands 
of fossilized logs. 
Some of them are 


entire trees, with linVbs and branches 
still intact. 
All the logs, 'both great 


and small, and even the fragments, 
are of great beauty and ••'Variety of 
color. 
These tracts contain 
the 


largest deposits, but vestiges of the 
perified forests are found over 
extent of country. 


The forest is regarded as belonging 


to the triassic age and is therefore 
ihore ancient than the petrified for- 
ests of California and of the Yellow- 
stone 
park, 
which 
are largely 


tertiary. 


Nowhere are the fossil trunks ir* 


their place of growth. 
The original 


.beds must have 'been a great deal 
higher in the strata which were erod- 
ed to form the sandstone into which 
the trunks were carried and -which 
was probably covered up by mesozoic 
seas.

While the stuiggle for the various 
asphnnts was in progress, says the 
New Yoik Times, the news came that 
Mr. Bliine had been stricken with 
v-hat was vaiiously described as apo- 
plexy and sunstroke.

was eageily seized iipon by the two 
or three Jeisey delegates who favored 
Mr. ConkHng, and these,

that Dr. Newell had expre?scd a fear

and this pine branch of the text suggests 
the helpfulness of our holy religion.

Washington, Sept. 7.—The law offi- 


cers of the government 
feel that 


there is little assistance which the 
federal law branch can give in prose- 
cuting the man who shot President 
McKinley. It was stated today by a 
leading law official that the federal 
laws made no provision for assaults 
upon the president, the latter being 
only a citizen in the eye of tho fed- 
eral law. The old sedition laws made 
it a serious offense to attack a gov- 
ernment official, ou the theory that it 
was an injury to the country as well 
as to the individual. But these laws 
have long ago been swept away. 


When questioned as to what pun- 


ishment the federal statutes provided 
for the attempt on. the president's 
life, Acting Attorney General James 
M. Beck said today: 


"While I have not given any spe- 


cial examination to the federal stat- 
utes bearing on the subject, yet I 
know of no statute wliich makes it 
a criminal offense to attempt the life 
of the president. That there ought 
to be such legislation is perfectly 
clear. There are statutes which make 
punishable personal violence to minor 
officials, such as internal 
revenue 


agents, but it is passing strange that, 
notwithstanding the 
fact that two 


presidents have been assassinated 
and attempts have been made on tho 
llvs of two more, no law has ever 
been passed to place an attempt on 
the life of the president on the same 
plane as high treason. Where such 
attempt had 
no reference 
to the 


presidential office and was committed 
within the territorial 
limits of a 


state there might be some question 
as to the power of congress to legis- 
late, but where it is clear that the 
attempt has been made not upon the 
individual, but upon the president, 
for the purpose of promoting anarchy 
and thus subverting thc government, 
the right of the federal government 
to protect its chief executive seems 
too clear for question. If the presi- 
dent should be spared to the Ameri- 
can people it is to «be feared that the 
assassin can be convicted of no higher 
crime than an assault with intent to 
kill. Having regard for the immense 
consequences which follow the assis- 
sination of a president, an attempt 
upon his life, whether successful or 
unsuccessful, ought, in my judgment, 
to be punishable as high treason with 
death." 


When asked as to whether 
there 


were any federal laws by which an- 
archists could be excluded from this 
country or deported if 
they were 


here, Mr. Beck replied: 


%<I have no knowledge of any fed- 


eral statute which prevents anarch- 
ists, as such, from entering this coun- 
try and remaining1 here. If he is an 
alien and has been convicted of any 
infamous crime or falls within any 
other prohibitory feature of the im- 
migration statutes 
he can be ex- 


cluded, but there is no statute which 
excludes him as an anarchist. Thc 
power of congress to exclude anarch- 
ists when aliens is undoubted, for in 
the Chinese exclusion cases the su* 
preme court held that the power of 
the government was plenary to ab- 
solutely exclude 
all aliens, 
even 


though such exclusion conflicted with 
existing- treaties, and the power to 
exclude carries with it the power to 
deport an alien for any reason which 
commends itself to the judgment of 
congress. The executive department 
of 
the 
government, 
however. 
Is 


powerless to act without 
congres- 


sional legislation." 


Speaking of the attempted assas- 


sination, Mr, Beck sad: 


"The news is appalling. The presi- 


dent's 
death would be a national 


calamity. No one has enjoyed to a 
greater extent the profound respect 
and confidence of citizens 
without 


reg-nrd to party."

SURGEON GENERAL 


IS OPTIMISTIC 


Washington.. Sept. 7.™Naturally 


the officials of the .navy.department 
turned to Surgeon General Van Rey- 
pen for an expression of opinion AS 
to the president's condition. 
The 


suigeon general was optimistic. He 
declared positively that the fact that 
the president had escaped primary 
hemorrhage and had rallied from the 
first terrific shock was' greatly in his 
favor. 
The operation,' which is not 


unusual in war-time surgery in these 
later clays, is not regarded as extra 
hazardous when conducted as (this 
one was in the quiet of a hospital 
and with all modem appliances. The 
point to be* feared was blood poison, 
and that depended entirely upon 
whether the operators had succeeded 
in removing all of foreign matter, 
such as bits of cloth, grease from the 
bullet, and even dust, that might 
have been carried into the wound. 
The means of sterilizing such tracts 
were now ample and there was no 
reason to 'believe that any precaution 
had been omitted. 
1I:c i allet itself 


not having been reached as yet was 
a source of danger, for it may not 
have been perfectly :clean. 


It -would be impossible to adminis- 


ter nourishment to the president in 
the usual manner for some days and 
resort must' be 
had to artificial 


means. 
The presence of food in the 


stomach could not be permitted until 
the wounds made by the bullet and 
tho cut made in the operation had 
healed. 
This might -be expected to 


occur in about a week. 


In response to a request from the 


Associated Press for an opinion 
to. the probable, result o£ the presi- 
dent's wounds. Surgeon General Wy- 
man, 
of the marine hospital service, 


said: 


"The fact that the president was 


in such good health; that skilled sur- 
gical assistant was immediately 
available; that the necessary opera- 
tion was not postponed, and the fac* 
that the percentage of recoveries in 
similar cases is large, all give good 
ground for anticipating1 a favorable 
result. 


"It is not unlikely there will be 


some "rise of temperature, which fol- 
lows wounds of this description, due 
either to a general disturbance fol- 
lowing the wound and operation or 
possibly due to some localized peri- 
tonitis. 
The fact that the wound 


was received as late at 4:10 p. m., 
probably some hours after lunch and 
before dinner, the 
fttomach being 


comparatively empty, is in his favor. 
It is difficult to find statistics based 
upon a large,number of cases with 
wounds of .this character, but in. f 
general way it may be said that re- 
coveries average about 50 per cent 
With a man like President McKinley 
it is safe to say that the percentage 
of 
chances in his favor is much 


greater than this. Cases with numer- 
ous perforations of the stomach and 
intestines, 
even 
accompa n ied 
by 


wounds of tho 
liver and kidneys, 


have recovered, as many as ten or 
more perforations of the intestines 
with recovery being- by no means a 
great rarity."

writings he had read and whose lec- 
tures he had listened to. He denies 
having any confederate and says he 
decided on the act three days ago 
and bought the revolver with which 
the act was committed in Buffalo. 
Czolgosz does not appear in the least 
degree uneasy or penitent for his ac- 
tion. He says he was induced by his 
attention to Emma Goldman's lec- 
tures and writings to decide that tho 
present form of government in thii 
country was all wrong and he 
thought the best way to end it was 
by killing the president. He shows 
no sign of insanity, but is very reti- 
cent about much of his career. While 
acknowledging himself an anarchist, 
he does not stato to what branch of 
the organization he belongs.

MEXICAN GOVERNMENT TO UNDERTAKE TASK—PULQUEK- 


THE CAUSE OB NATION'S BACKWARDNESS. 


^**************************************************** 
The government of Mexico is think- 


ing of taking up the cause of tem- 
perance to a limited extent, says B. 
F. Thompson in a letter from the 
City of Mexico. 


Hereafter the liquor traffic, except 


for slight taxes ou the manufacturer, 
has been almost unrestricted, the re- 
tail dealer merely paying the stamp 
tax ou the amount of bxisiness done. 
Tins has resulted in saloons of one 
sort or another being so numerous in 
the republic as to outnumber all other 
classes of business. 
The effect on 


the people, and especially the work- 
ing: classes, has been far from good. 
Now the government purposes to see 
what it can do about it. 
The first 


step considered is the placing of a 
fairly heavy tax on all pulqueries. 
This, it is thought, will lesson the 
number of these drinking dens, will 
elevate the character of those which 
remain and will—by this indirectly 
increasing the cost of pulque—force' 
the working people to drink less and 
; 


thus be able to work more. 


It is an undeniable fnct that the 


Mexican native's love for liquor and 
his ability to gd it for almost noth- 
ing has tended to retard the develop- 
ment of the country. 
So long as he 


can get liquor and has a little some- 
tiling to cat he dees not want to work. 
Natuie has saved him from these per- 
plexities by the climate she has be- 
stowed on the country. 
Consequent- 


ly liquor has come to be the main in- 
ducement for him to work. 
So he 


labors until Saturday night, when he 
gets paid. 
Sunday he gets drunk. 


Monday he should go to work again. 
But he doesn't. 
The effect of Sun- 


day's debauch 'hasn't worn off and, 
besides, he has a few cents left. 
So 


Monday is spent at the pulquerie and 
two days of ithc week have been wast- 
ed or worse* 


WILL ATTEMPT REFORM. 


With this trait of his character so 


developed that Monday has come to 
be known as "San Limes,"—Holy 
Honclay—the government thinks that 
it will take a hand and attempt a re- 
form, private citizens have attempt- 
ed them before time and again, but 
with little success. 
On the planta- 


tions, in the mines, in the factories, 
the strongly-fixed San Lunes habit 
curtails production and hampers the 
men who have invested their money 
in the big enterprises. If they could 
do away with it they would gladly 
pay their workmen better wages, Not 
long ago some of the chief employers 
of the republic discussed the ques- 
tion and tried to find some remedy for 
'•Holy Monday/' 
At last they de- 


vised a plan which they hoped would 
be effective. 
They offered >pmes for 


every laborer in their employ who 
should get through the month with- 
out falling a victim to San Lunes. 
Still larger prizes yore offered for 
those laborers who should manage to 
exist for a month without getiinq: 


, drunk at all. 
The offer was kept in 


force for several months. 
But net 


a person ever appeared to claim any 
of the rewards. 


And pulque and pulqueries are held 


to be responsible for nine-tent'hs of 


somewhat worn away and the sleeper 
awakes he is expected to buy more 
of the fermented plant juice- Thus, 
sleeping and drinking, he can pass 
the time until the closing hour comes, 
For pulqueries this is 6:30 in 
the 


evening, and not a pulquerie proprie- 
tor fails to observe the law. It is not 
a »;ood thing to trifle with the Mexi- 
can government, and these saloon- 
keepers know that the law was made 
to be obeyed. They are so obedient 
in this that there is little doubt that 
if the government imposed other re- 
strictions they 
would be observed 


with equal care. 
To the northern 


mind a law which would prevent the 
selling of liquor to children, so that 
mere boys would not be seen stagger- 
ing on the street, or women asleep 
on the sidewalks in front 
of the 


shops, would be the first suggested 
improvement. This may come in the 
reform which the government is con- 
sidering. 


AVHAT SALOONS LOOK LIKE. 
In themselves the pulqueries are 


curious places and there are many 
odd customs connected with them. 
All are painted outside and inside 
in gaudy colors, bright red, with 
stripes of yellow and blue, being the 
combination most 
affected. 


the doors hang streamers of paper 
ananged in fantastic designs, 
the 


red, yellow and blue still prevailing, 
and the paper usually being cut so 
as to hang in long penants. Inside 
theie is nothing 
but the painted 


walls, the bar, behind which aie the 
glassss and barrels of pulque, and the 
stone floor, sloppy and foul-smelling 
from the 
liqxior 
which 
has been 


spilled by the drunken 
customers. 


But though there is far from being 
anything- attractive about the places 
themselves, the proprietors .seem to 
find it necessary to select the fanciest 
and most unsuitable names for their 
establishments. 
No pulquerie is 


complete without a poetical 
name, 


and the fancier it is the better suited 
is the owner. uThe Pearl of Reform'' 
is one which has been chosen by half 
a dozen men in this city, and "The 
Golden Eagle'' is another well-liked 
name. 
"Montezuma's Best,'* 
;-The 


Shower of Gold," ''The Fortune for 
All," "The Volcano," and "The 
Friends" are also popular. One pro- 
prietor has named his place 
"The 


Memories oi* the Fului-c'* and seems 
to t'i"~\ \ 2 h:s eclipsed all rivals.

The

and the self-confessed murderer was 
placed incomunicado, while the au- 
thorities gathered all the evidence 
they needed against him. 


Of course, it is not every pulquerie 


that is the resort of criminals. If 
such were the case none of then: 
would be tolerated for a moment by 
the government. 
The most severe 


charge that can be brought against 
most of them is that they encourag 
drunkenness in their customers and 
sell them pulque so long as they ha/e 
any money with which to buy it. 
With such a disposition on the part 
of the proprietor, and with a perfect 
willingness on the part of the peon 
his wife and his children to get drunk 
and stay drunk as long as possible, 
the pulquerie managers to work an 
incalculable amount of injury with- 
out an effort. It is not only largely 
responsible for San Lunes and the 
difficulties that holiday brings to em- 
ployers, but it helps to keep the peon 
where he is, both educationally and 
morally, at the very foot of the social 
ladder. 


The ladies of the W. C. T. U. in the 


United States have tried to fight this 
evil. They sent missionaries and lec- 
turers to this country, and all did 
the best they could. Some of them 
are still at work in different parts 
of the republic. But it is doubtful 
of for all their labor a single glass of 
pulque went unsold. 
The evil was 


beyond their reach. 
It 
needs a 


stronger hand than theirs to deal 
with it. That hand maybe prepar- 
ing to act, and if it is the hand of 
President Diaz it will act fumly for 
the public gcocl.

this drunkenness. 
Pulque, as the 


encyclopaedia will tell, is the fer- 
mented juice of the maguey, the "cen- 
tury plant** of the United States hot 
houses. 
It looks like watered milk, 


'has a -taste and odor peculiar to it- 
self and as an intoxicant can hardly 
be equalled. 
Below the arid belt of 


northern Mexico maguey plants are 
raised by ithe million for the sake of 
the pulque they will produce. 
The 


industry is such a thriving on* that 
the pulque. so:nc of it undoubtedly 
adulterated and rendered still worse 
in its effects on the consumer, is sold 
in the shops of this city at 3 cents, 
Mexican currency, for a litro, or a 
trifle over a cent a quart, American 
money. 
Is it much tD be wondered 


nt -that, with a well-cultivated ap- 
petite for pulque and with the means 
gratifying it so easy and so cheap, 
the Hexion peon gets drunk on Sun- 
day and has made San Lunes almost 
a national holiday? 


DEVOID OF PUINCIPLE. 


If the pulquerie proprietors made 


some effort to restrain their patrons* 
appetite? or kept their places free 
from objectionable characters 
the 


government might not be considering 
its present crusade. But they put no 
limit on the liquor to be said, and so 
long as a'man, woman or child has 
the three cents for a litro of the 
drink they can get it. The result is 
that at nearly every qulquerio can be 
seen a group of half-drunken peons 
standing outside the door, while in- 
side are standing peons still drunker 
and usually several fast asleep. 


In some of the pulqueries accom- 


modations are prepared for such of 
the patrons as are overcome. The 
Mexican peon doesn't need much, so 
the pulquerie proprietor doesn't pro- 
vide much. He merely places on the 
floor, against the wall at short dis- 
tances, blocks of stone about the size 
and,shape of those used for Belgian 
paving in American cities. On these 
the overcome patron seats himself 
and sleeps more or less undisturbed. 
-When the effects'of the pulque are 


to 
new ban el grows heated. 
Then the 


men boast of their strength, their 
past deeds and their future expecta-: 
tiors. The owner of the shop acts 
as a judge, 
who passes 
upon the 


claims, and finally bestows the name 
of one of the 
men to the 
barrel. 


They drink as they talk, and it not 
infrequently happens 
that by the 


time a barrel is named it is almost 
empty. 
Then the argument begins 


anew and lasts until the drinkers arc 
chased out at closing time to find 
their way home as best they can. 


A TRAIT CAUSES TROUBLE. 
This habit of boasting sometimes 


helps the police. It did not long ago 
when it solved several mysteries 
which they had been unable to 
fathom. This came about on a recent 
San Limes at a pulqueria in a barrios 
where the residents are of none too 
high a character. A new barrel was 
to be named and as usual the men in 
the place bogan boastipg of their 
deeds. As they talked a gendarme in 
citizen's clothing passed along. He 
caught a few words of the conversa- 
tion and saw it would be valuable to 
him. So he walked into the place 
and ordered some pulque. 
Of the 


boasters and contestants for the honor 


Ever since the siege of Paris horse- 


flesh has been a favorite food in cer- 
tain quarters cf Paris, but it is 
doubtful if it will be as popular in 
future, for Professor Pflueger, a well- 
known German physiologist, has just 
published a work in which he claims 
that horseflesh is injurious to every 
one who eats it. 


During1 a whole month he fed sev- 


eral dogs exclusively on horseflesh 
nnd found that, no matter how much 
food he gave them, they became thin- 
ner every day. 
Furthermore, he dis- 


covered that all cf them soon be- 
gan to suffer from some gastric trou- 
ble. 
A similar experiment was then 


tried on a St. Bernard dog, and the 
result r*was that he lost much weight 
during a week that lie was fed ex- 
clusively on 'horseflesh and regained 
it rapidly as soon as he was supplied 
with other food. 
On some days the 


horseflesh -was cooked and oil others 
uncooked, but the effect produced by 
it was always the same. 


Professor Pflueger says that the 


reason <why horseflesh is injurious is 
because it contains some poisonous 
substance, the exact nature of which 
lie has not as yet 'been able to ascer- 
tain. 
He thought at first that the 


reason was because there was very 
little fat on the flesh, and therefore 
on two or three days he mixed a con- 
siderable quantity of such fat, which 
he had carefully collected, with the 
dcgs' rations. 
Ifo beneficial result, 


however, was obtained thereby, and, 
as the animals continued to lose flesh 
and to suffer internally he conceived 
the idea of mixing with the horse- 
flesh sonic fat taken from the loins of 
sheep, cows and pigs. 
This .was a 


happy thought. 
The dogs quickly 


began to recover their health and 
strength, and the piofessor naturally 
concluded that these different kinds 
of fat which he had mixed with their 
fcod possessed the desired anti-toxic 
properties. 


His advice, then, to persons who 


like to .eat 'horseflesh and who desire 
to feed their dogs on it is to mix with 
the fresh fat from the loins of sheep 
or cows iu tlie proportion of twenty- 
five grammes of fat to every kilo- 
gramme of horseflesh. 
This plan, he 


claims, should be adopted in zoologic- 
al gardens where many carnivorous 
animals are fed exclusively on horse- 
flesh. 
He alsd says that horseflesh 


should be boiled in water, and that 
the water should then be thrown 
away. 


It is at once inspiring and over 


whelming to converse with Sir Nor- 
man Lockyer, says London Black and 
White, upon his work in the domain 
of solar physics—overwhelming be- 
cause of the immensity of the sub* 
ject, inspiring because of the abso- 
lute certainty and entire confidence 
with which he explains! his operations 
and points to the direction by which 
results may be hoped for. It will be 
remembered that Sir Norman has ex- 
pressed the hope that in a few years* 
time meteorologists will be able as 
the result of observation of solar 
phenomena to predict the time, and 
even, perhaps, the place in India, hi 
which famine may be expected, and 
so enable to give warning of high 
and low floods in Egypt. 
The vtust 


importance of such a work as this is 
too obvious to need emphasis. Apart 
from the- humane consideration as to 
health and happiness, its commercial 
significance would be enormous in 
ways which are apparent. 


The amount of labor involved in 


completing the task to which he has 
set his hand is enormous and diffi- 
cult beyond comprehension, but Sir 
Norman and 'his staff are working 
methodically along at the Solar 
Physics observatory, at South Ken- 
sington, and have so far pieced up 
the threads of the solar skein as to 
justify a promise as to the ultimate 
success of the work. Sun spots and 
'prominences" are the mute prophets 
of ill tidings from which the secrets 
are to be wrung. For more than a 
quarter of a century his attention 
has been devoted to the subject, and 
examination of all the data obtain- 
able bearing1 upon droughts has given 
him a possible clew to the causes 
whose devastating effects we too fre- 
quently see in hunger-stricken India. 
Between the condition of sun spots 
and prominences, and plentitude of 
\iin or its lack, a distinct connection 
s more than suggested. 
The sub- 


ject is too technical an^l abtruse for 
effective treatment in the present ar- 
ticle, but it may briefly; be said that 
upon the variations of tlie spots and 
prominences the meteorological con- 
dition of India and Egypt depends. 


*£? 


"I have shown/' said Sir Norman, 
'that the famines which have de- 
vastated India during the last thirty 
or forty years have' followed a 
definite law, and, of course, one there- 
fore assumes that a similar thing 
may happen in the next thirty or 
forty years; having that law, we 
ought to be able, in some cases at all 
events, to observe that certain times 
are more apt to be associated with 
famines than other times/* 


It has been argued that, inasmuch 


as the sun spots occupy, as to some 
of thorn, only an infinitesimal space 
on the surface of the sun. they are 
too minute to affect the meteorologi- 
cal results with which they are as- 
sociated. But Sir Norman points out 
that the greater disturbance of cer- 
tain zones of solar latitude is more 
influential 
than 
the 
amount 
of 


spotted area determined from spots 
in various latitudes. 
"Sun spots." 


he said, "may be only millionths of 
the area, but these prominences form 
one-sixth of the sun's visible hemis- 
phere ,and with these in a state of 
disturbance the effects upon the earth 
are very important. The sun spots 
themselves are only a very feeble in- 
dication of the fierce activity of the 
sun.

country has been able to produce but- 
ter that will stand changes of cli- 
mate so well.

Sweden attempts are made to com- 
pete with the Danish dairymen, but 
the butter from these countries is 
worth only half as much and doet» 
not keep half as well, while the ef- 
forts of dairymen in the Unitou 
States have practically failed, with 
a few isolated exceptions.

yv discovery would prove of great 


advantage to those tropical countries 
like the Congo, for example, into 
which petroleum cannot be imported 
under favorable conditions. 
Conse- 


quently I went to work and soon 
found that the only way in which a 
gcod light could be obtained was by 


g: alcohol. 
I made several such 


tests in incandescent lamps and they 
proved highly satisfactory. 


"The manufacture of alcohol from 


cellulose is especially easy in warm 
countries, since the necessary "ma- 
terial is to be found there in vast 
quantity, and it is utterly without 
value unless it is used for such a pur- 
posy. 
Alcohol of this? kind -cannot 'be 


drunk, which is an advantage, since 
its distillation does not offer any 
temptation to those who are fond of 
strong- liquor.

the inner palace precincts of the sul- 
tan of Morocco, for there the women 
reign supreme, says the National Be- 
view.

Washington, Sept. 7.—The law offi- 


cers of the government 
feel tliat 


there is little assistance which the 
federal law branch can give in prose- 
cuting the man who shot President 
McKinley. It was stated today by a 
leading law official that the federal 
laws made no provision for assaults 
upon the president, the latter "being 
only a citizen in the eye of the fed- 
eral law. The old sedition laws made 
it a serious offense to attack a gov- 
ernment official, 011 the theory that it 
was an injury to the country as well 
as to the individual. But these laws 
have long; ago been swept away. 


When questioned as to what pun- 


ishment the federal statutes provided 
for the attempt on the president's 
life, Acting Attorney General Jnmcs 
M. Beck said rod-ay: 


"While I have not given any spe- 


cial examination to the federal stat- 
utes bearing- on the subject, yet I 
know of no statute which makes it 
a criminal offense to attempt the life 
of the president.

Washington, . Sept. 7.—Naturally 


the officials of the .navy .department 
turned to Surgeon General Van Rey- 
peti for an expression of opinion as 
to the president's condition.

TASK—PULQUER- 


THE CAUSE OF NATION'S BACKWARDNESS. 


The government of Mexico is thinl 


ing oi.' taking- up the canse of ten 
perance to a limited extent, snys B 
P. Thompson in a letter from tl: 
City of Mexico. 


Hereafter the liquor traffic, exrep 


for slight: taxes on the nianufactuie 
has been almost unrestricted, the re 
tail dealer merely paying the stani 
tax 011 the amount of bxislness do 
This has resulted in saloons of on 
sort or another being so numerous i 
the republic as to outnumber all o'the 
classes of business. 
The effect o 


the people, and especially the work 
ing classes, has hec-.i far from good 
Now the government puiiposes to se 
what it can do about it. 
The firs 


step considered is the placing of a 
fairly heavy tax on all pulquprics 
This, it is thought, will lesson the 
number of these drinking- dens, wil 
elevate the character of those whici 
remain and will—by this indirectly 
increasing the cost of pulque—force 
the working people to drink less nn 
thus be able to work more. 


It i? an undeniable fact that the 


Mexican native's love for liquor and 
his ability to gel it for almost noth- 
ing has tended to retard the develop- 
ment of tho country. 
So long1 as he 


can get liquor and has a little some- 
tiling to eat he dees not want'to work. 
Nature has saved him from these per- 
plexities by the climate she has be- 
stowed on the country. 
Consequent- 


ly liquor has come to be the main in- 
ducement for him to work. 
So he 


labors iinli! Sitnrd.iy night, when he 
gets paid. 
Sunday he gets drunk, 


Monday he should go tu work again. 
But he doesn't. 
The effect of Sun- 


day's debauch 'hasn't worn off and, 
besides, he has a few cents left. 
So 


Monday is spent at the pulquerie and 
two days of ithe week have been wast- 
ed or worse, 


WILL ATTEMPT REFORM. 


TVith this trait of his character so 


developed that Monday has -;nme to 
be known as 
"San Lunes."—Holy 


Monday—the government thinks that 
it will tiihe a hand and attempt n re- 
form. Private citizens have attempt- 
ed them before lime nnd again, but 
with little success. . On the planta- 
tions, in the mines, in the factories, 
the strongly-fixed San Lunes habit 
curtails production and -hampers the 
men who have invested their money 
in the big enterprises. 
If they could 


do away with it they would gladly 
pay their workmen, hotter wages. Not 
long- ago some of the chief employers 
of the republic discussed ine ques- 
tion and tried to find some remedy for 
'•Holy Monday." 
At last ilhey de- 


vised a plan which they hoped would 
be efYfr.tive. 
They offered -prizes for 


every laborer in their employ who 
should get through the month with- 
out falling a victim .to San Lxines. 
Still larcyer prizes wore offered foi' 
those laborers who should man age to 
exist -for n month without Rettim; 


, drunk at all. 
The offer was kept in 


force for several months. 
But not 


a poison ever appeared to claim auy 
of the rewards. 


Ami pulque and pulqueries are held 


to be responsible for nine-ten ths of 
this drunkenness. 
Pulque, ns the 


encyclopaedia will tell, is the fer- 
mented juice of the maguey, the "cen- 
tury plant" of the United States hot 
houses. 
It looks like watered milk. 


has a -taste and odor peculiar to it- 
self and as an intoxicant can hardly 
be cqunlled. 
Below the arid belt of 


northern Mexico maguey plants arc 
raised by .the million for the sake of 
the pulque they will produce. 
The 


indxistiy is such a thriving on* 'that 
the pulque, some of it undoubtedly 
adulterated and rendered still worse 
•in its effects on the consumer, is sold 
in the pimps of this city at 3 cents, 
Mexican currency, for a litro, or a 
trille over a cent a quart, American 
money. 
Is it much to be wondered 


sit -that, with a well-cultivated ap- 
petite for pulque and with the means 
gratifying it so easy and so cheap, 
the Mexion peon gets drunk on Sun- 
day and has made San Lunes almost 
a national holiday? 


DEVOID OF PRINCIPLE. 


If the pnlquerie proprietors made 


some effort to restrain their patrons' 
appetite or kept their places free 
from objectionable 
characters 
the 


government might not be considering 
its present crusade. But they put no 
limit on the liquor to be sold, and so 
long- as a'man, woman or child has 
the three 
cents for a litro of the 


drink they can get it. The result is 
that at nearly every qulquerie can be 
seen a group of half-drunken peonb 
stand ing outside thu door, while in- 
side are standing peons still drunkei 
nnd usually several fast asleep. 


In some of the. pulqucries accom- 


modations are prepared for such o 
the patrons ns nre overcome. 
Tin 


Mexican peon doesn't need nnich, si 
the pulquerie proprietor doesn't pro 
vide much. He merely places on th 
floor, against tho wall at short clis 
tances, blocks of stone about the siz 
and shape of thoso xiscd for -Belgifu 
paving in American cities. On thes

rapidly ns soon nn he wns supplied 
Hi other food. 
On some days the 


rseilesh -was cooked and on otheis 


incooked. but the effect produced by 


L wns always the same. 
Professor iPfluog-er ?ays that the 


•e.iKOii -why horseflesh is injurious is 
)ecaiibt> it contains some poisonous 
substance, the exact nature of which 
IP has not ns yef been able to ascer- 
.aiii. 
Ho thought at first that the 


'c'ison was because there -was very 
if-tle fat on the flesh, and therefore 
in two or three days he mixed a con- 
siderable quantity of such fat, which 
.e had carefully collected, with the 
logs' rations. 
No beneficial result, 


iov/ever, wns obtained thereby, and, 
.s the animals coi. tinned to lostj flesh 
,nd to suffer internally he conceived 
:hc ide.i of mixing with the horse- 
lesh some fat taken from the loins of 
sheep, cows nnd pigs. 
This .was a 


liappy thought. 
The dogs quickly 


began to recover their health and 
srrrngth, nnd the professor naturally 
concluded that these different kinds 
of fat which he had mixed with their 
icotl possessed the desired anti-toxic 


His advice, then, to persons who 


like to.eat'horseflesh and who desire 
to feed'their dogs on it is to mix with 
tha fresh fat from thR loins of sheep 
or cows in the proportion of twenty- 
five grammes oi fat to every kilo- 


•auinie of horseflesh. 
This plan, he 


claims, should be adopted in zoologic- 
al gardens where many carnivorous 
animals are fed exclusively on horse- 
flesh. 
He also says that horseflesh 


should be boiled in water, and that 
the water should then be thrown 
away. 


LIGHT IS TRIUMPHANT.

held such floods of artificial lignt as 
the untiring cataract of Niagara gen- 
erates for the-Pr.n-American exposi- 
tion.

EFFECT OF SUN SPOTS 


Sir Norman Lockyer Thinks 


the Egyptian and Indian 
Famines Due to Them. 


It is at once inspiring and ove 


whelming to converse with Sir No 
man Lockyer, says London Black au 
White, upon his work in the domai 
of solar physics—overwhelming be 
cause of the immensity of the sub 
ject, inspiring because of the ahso 
lute certainty and entire confide 
with which he explaind his operation 
and points to the direction by whic 
•esults may be hoped for. It will b 
remembered that Sir Norinnn has ex 
pressed the hope that in a few years 
time meteorologists will be able a 
:he result of observation of sola 
phenomena to predict the time, am 
even, -perhaps, the place in India, ii 
which famine may be expected, 
so enable to give warning of higl 
uul low floods in Egypt. 
The vaa 


mportanee of such a work as this is 
;oo obvious to need emphasis. Apnrl 
'rom thfi humane consideration as tt 
lealth and happiness, its coinmercia 
significance would be enormous ii: 
vnys which are apparent. 


The amount of labor involved in 
ompleting the task to which lie has 
eu his hand is enormous and diffi- 
ult beyond comprehension, but Sii 
Vormau and his staff are working 
uethodically along at the 
Solar 


3hysics observatory, at South Xeu- 
ington, and have so far pieced up 
:ie threads of the solar skein as to 
istify a promise as to the ultimate 
uccess of the work. Sun spots and 
prominences" are the mute prophets

-For more than a 
uarter of a century his attention 
as been devoted to the subject, and

"No doubt, in the long run, we shall 
be able to study the weather in other 
regions, but it is hard enough work 
to get it out for une place at present." 


Sir Normnn fears that no profitable 


discoveries will eventuate from

recent eclipse. Pressure of work at 
South Kensington, coupled with a 
fore-knowledge that the break-up of 
the monsoon would militate against 
good results being obtained, pre- 
vented his absenting himself from 
him observatory

innto In man-in^o is of slow, silent 
temper tlie other is apt to be ns tr.lk- 
ntive ns that one is taetitura. 


Isaac, ns wo know, did not select 


his bride, hut wlieu Kobekah was 
chosen for him lie accepted her witli- 
mit crueetiQii, his evident opposite 
though Wlie was. 
: 


Isnac was cautious and considerate. 


Rnbekah was impulsive, quick-witted 
ami clever. 
Isaac was inclined to 


accommodate 
himself 
to circum- 


stances. 
Kebekah -was wide awake 


for opportunity to improve circuni- 
nfances.; 
In most every respect ns 


hushtuid nnd wife they% were con- 
trasts. AAiul when twin hoys (Gene- 
sis xxv.-20-34) were borri to them, 
the children accentuated the parcn- 
tnl-uiilikcuefisea .exceedingly.

But Esau and Jacob w.-ro as unlike 
in form and feature as they were 
in temperament, tastes nnd tenden- 
cies. 
Esrm bad Isaac's dispositions 


intensified. . He was open, easy-go- 
ing and happy-go-lucky. 
He to?k 


to the field (Genesis xxv., 27), and 
in nn unwarranted way ho let "the 
morrow take thought for the things 
of itself." 
Very ii,r.urn.lly, Isnr.e 


f«lt n favoritism for this reproduc- 
tion of himself. 


But Jacob was his mother's 01*11 


•boy. 
Ho inherited her intent na- 


ture, full of enterprise and device, 
nnd dcvtloued it so tha-t Jacob "is 
•thoroughly a Jew." 
Ho was'quick, 


cunning* crafty, conctpn-t, tenacious. 
He could plan patiently and bide his 
-thus to accomplish his set purpor-e. 
Of the twins he was horn last, nnd 
pn Esau had tlie birthright blessings 
•thnt fell in families of that age. 


JACOB "THE SUPPLANTER." 
But so closely did Jacob come after 


his twin brother at birth, and so 
joined were they at their nativity 
that Jncob received the title of heel- 
catcher, or supplaiitcr. 
This name 


lie fitted to his after life in two il- 
lustrious instances. 
The first was 


when (Genesis xxv.. 29-34) casy-go- 
ing Esau camft in from a hunting 
trip, tired and hungry, and, seeing :i 
smoking mess of pottage, which Ja- 
cob seems to have had ready to en- 
trap'the careless boy's appetite, he 
recklessly traded his right to family 
eminence for this 'bit of food. . It 
was a mean-advantage to take of a 
hungry brother, but not -worse, by a 
little bit, than we see done by men 
every day and on every side. 


To receive the dying: benediction of 


(he patriarch of that period meant 
more than n.ny parting words of par- 
ents to children at present. 
There 


were assurances of riches conveyed, 
ns they considered it, ns well as rank. 
All the nieaner, then, was the trick 
which Jacdb.and his mother played 
on (Genesis, 27) Isaac, by which 
P.sau was degraded to second rank 
ami deprived of promised prosperity. 


In tho New 
Testament we are 


taught, "The wages of sin is death," 
mid (Genesis xxvii., 41) to tins, the 
tmtrngrrt Esau doomed his brother, 
nnd would probably have executed 
his purpose had not the handy inter- 
ference (xxvii., 46) of Rebcknh nd- 
vlseS a way of escnpe. 
Following 


her counsel, 
the 
sin-smitten sup- 


planter started for his uncle, Lallans 
in Haran, and our lesson (xxvii., 10- 
23) finds him 
at night full 
in a 


strange, lonesome place, with only 
Ills conscience and lite cowardice for 
company. . 
. 
. . . . 


and heart, sick, .ns. we 


may safely suppose, ho probnb'y re- 
proached himself for the folly cf ob- 


taining1 lllgottcn g'.thi at the puce of 
his peace of mind. 
Conscience makes 


cowards of us all, said Ha inlet.- 
But 


that is an overstatement. Thero are 
thoYe 'whose consciences do riot ac- 
cuse them, and instead of making- 
cowards -of such conscience is their 
unfailing comforter. 
ONLY EVIL DOERS AFFECTED. 


• A young man who confessed to me. 
that he hacl spent more than a third 
of.his.life in jails anil penitentiaries, 
said he never passed a'policeman on 
the street without an in ward dread 
of arrest. But there will be few of 
all the hundreds of thousands -who 
shall read this copy of the Kecord- 
Herald that have the least sensation 
of fear at seeing- an officer of the law. 
And so conscience makes cowards of 
only the evil doers, as it did of Jncob. 


Long after this night at Bethel, 


when Jacob had seen many changes 
and bad become vastly wealthy and 
powerful lie (Genesis xxxii., 1-31) 
had an experience which showed that 
Ins guilty soul always carried an ac- 
cusing conscience. • 


But we nre now concerned with thfc 


events of what .was possibly his first 
awakening of conscience that nif 
at Bethel, and are to see how God 
brought this guilty sinner to him- 
self in humility, penitence nnd "a 
promise of a better life. 


We see the tired traveler (lesson 


verse 11-12) without a bed for his 
body and only a stone for his pillow 
reposing under the open sky. There 
may have been 'hills and 
greater 


heights in sight, which made a vis- 
ual impression upon lias weary sense 
just as he sank to sleep. Perhaps on 
account of physical conditions and ns 
well a worried mind, he began at om 
to dream. When ho did the hill tops 
turned to ladder rounds, and to his 
delighted surprise forms thnt 
ap- 


peared to the dreamer to be aug-ols of 
God were seen "ascending1 nnd de- 
scending upon it." 


To his delighted surprise, we say, 


because Jncob would more certainly 
have expected spirits of wrath thau 
beouteoua angels of God. 
But it 


was all a type of the grace of God, 
which ever lias done for sinful man 
the opposite of what man's imagina- 
tion and conscience have expected. 


ALL EXPECT RETRIBUTION. 
Rooted' in wrong-doing, there has 


ever been an expectation of retribu- 
tion. It is an impossible to eradicate 
from a human 'being, possessing' ra- 
tional faculties, tho belief that pun- 
ishment impends on evil-doing '.is it 
is impossible to eradicate from a child 
dread of what it knows to have done 
its parents harm. 
But opposed to 


this apprehension 
of 
penalty for 


wrong-doing1 the religion of the Bible 
proposes mid proffers fren pardon and 
salvation us the gracious gift of Go.'l. 


Tlie scriptures an we read display 


sin with all its destructive results 
on one si do and opposite is placed 
the infinitely merciful God. doing ail 
Ho can consistent with the i'rui choice 
of creatures to save sinners. 
AnJ 


so, where the guilty Jacobs might 
anticipate trooping spirits of wrath, 
God touches tho imagination and 
there nre seen angels ascending and 
descending in his vision. 


No words nre equal to stating the 


depth and devotion of the love, of God 
for those who have violated the laws 
of life. When Jacob placed his ach- 
ing1 head upon his pillow of atone I 
suppose he said within himself: "A 
miserable wanderer in the world am 
I! What avails it that my father 
Isaac invoked tlie chiefest, choicest 
blessings on my head, seeing that 
Esau's curse is on top of thnt. nnd it 
ajiy next turn in the road I may fall 
under his avenging wrathP" 
But 


when tlie angels of God came out of 
tlie dissolving view, and the voice 
which n troubled' soul is quick to 
catch (lesson 13-15), began to speak, 
the capacious,promises here recorded, 
Jacob learned ns he, had not known 
how large are the mercies of God. 


JACOB'S AWAKENING. 


With that there came (lesson v., 


10) Jacob's awakening to the pres- 
ence of Ood, the most-vitalizing1 dis- 
covery ever made by man, that God 
'is in this place" (or that place) "anil 
I-knew., it not." The true God Is 
fiverywhere. 
''If I 
nsccnd up to 


heaven Thou nre there if I make my 
bed beneath, behold, Thou art there." 
If I take the wings of the morning 
and fly to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, even there shall Thy hand lead 
me, nnd Thy right hand shall hold 
me. "Whither shall I go from Thy 
presence?" 


Jacob did not need to go from Boer- 


sheba to Bethel to get to where God 
was. But in whichever place He was 
Jacob needed an awakening to the 
divine presence. It was not Bethel 
as a place that brought God to view. 
It was the opening of Jacob's spirit- 
ual vision to discern the divine pres- 
ence. God is present everywhere, 
but visible to faith only when n 
needy sinner, like this snpplanter, 
Jacob, becomes conscious of his true 
condition. 


Hove yon not been in gorgeously 


constructed cathedrals, 
great 
and 


grand churches, where all that rites 
and ceremonies could do to impress 
the senses was done, and yet you did 
not see or feel that God was there? 
But on the contrary, have you not, in 
•some luiinble surroundings, where 
plainness of structure and simplicity 
of religious form were reduced to the 
lowest terms, felt in holy awe, as 
Jacob did that night and morning in 
Bethel? God is in countless places 
where near-sighted 
or 
spiritually 


half-blind people caii say no more 
than "I knew it not." 


Ages on ages, and by all ways and 


means imaginable, God lias 'endeav- 
ored to come into conscious connec- 
tion with men. 
Some awake to His 


presence and repeat the reverent act 
which followed Jacob's awakening, 
which, we hava described (lesson v.

Don't be discouraged by 


those who will speak contemptuously 
of such a method of contracting with 
the Lord. They may scoff at thought 
of such n materializing of man's re- 
lations with God.

thus seem, so very jealous for God's 
dignity and indifference to men art 
thr most forward in dishonoring Him 
in other ways. 
The scriptures 
in 


teachings, terms and tone eiicournge 
us to approach God and talk with 
Him as a child with a father; as a 
loving subject with a sovereign. Do 
•U together as Jacob did, and if you 
do it in the docile and submissive 
spirit lie had God will certainly ac- 
cept his side of tlie covenant and 
make good its conditions. '

who did not realize a blessing attend- 
ing-.

The valley 
is just about

Here and there are hotels much 


patronized by tourists, nnd 
many

Into this valley may fall at any 


tlmr n great mass of the mountain, 
•stimated to amount to thirteen and 
i half millions of cubic feet 'of rock. 


Close to tlie foot of the mountain 


lie the quaint little cities of ' Koi- 
rague, Le Fuctl 'Clusettc and Champ 
du 'Moulin, which will :be 
burisd 


deop when the mountain falls, and 
it is only a question of time for it 
to do so. 


Experts who have examined the 


mountain declare that it cannot iv • 
main much longer in the 
present 


"state of unstable equilibrium.-' 


Precisely when the mountain will 


fall the scientists are not able tn 
3ay. 
Dry weather will tend to re - 


tard the catastrophe; wet weather 
will hasten it. 


When the 
landslide 
does take 


place, not only will the valley jj» 
be filled with the debris and muca 
valuable propety be destroyed—and 
probaibly lives lost—hut the River 
Reuse will be choked up.—London 
Daily Moil.

items on the department -books. The 
signal flags, Mr. Emery said, were of

towns, and even the country, when* 
now there are no weather bureaus at 
all.—New York Evening Post.

are"not always of that calm and dig- 
nified character accredited to them 
by popular opinion. Only on the rar- 
est occasions does anything of what 
goes on in the juryroom become a 
matter of actual public knowledge, 
tor the.average juryman is as mum 
as nn oyster about the cases which 
lie.had been called upon to decide, but 
there fire occasional leakages fiom 
the juryroom calculated to shake the 
faith of tbe most conservative, in the 
institution of the "twelve soort men 
and true." 


6n this order was a recent damage 


siiit in an Indiana town, where tbe 
jury was called upon to decide wheth- 


r. er the (plaintiff was entitled to dam- 


ages for injuries alleged to be due to 
tlie negligence of tbe city, a telephone 
coinpany and an asphalt corporation. 
Apparently the jury was of average 
calibre. 
Like many other juries of 


all 
calibres, they 
couldn't agree. 


After they had been out forty-eight 
hours the status nf opinion was seven 
to five in favor of the plaintiff. Some 
eig-ht hours later one of the seven 
changed his mind, antl t'he jury stood 
evenly divided at sir. to sir.. There 
IVRS every prospect of r.n hi;!2f»r.-.tely 
prolonged deadlock, when ace rf the 
pro-plain tiff jurors had a brilliant 
idea. 


"We'll never do any business this 


-wny," lie said. 
"Let's get a pack of 


cards and play for it, tbe losers to ac- 
cept the decision of the -winners." 


As -a sporting proposition this met 


witQi instant favor. 
As a scheme for 


adjusting differences it was hailed 
joyously. 'Seven-up was agreed upon 
ns the form of arbitration. 
The jur- 


ors sent out for cards and divided up 
into three sets of two pairs each, the 
side which should win two out c-f 
tliree ihatohes to be declared victor. 
Each side had won a game, and the 
third -quartet were just starting in 
•wflien the officer who hud been sent 
ftrtfter the cards reported -to the judge. 
A-bailiff broke up the game and the 
jury was discharged without reach- 
ing an agreement. 


More definite of result, if common 


report Is to be believed, .was the ar- 
bitrament of chance in a murder case 
iu a Pennsylvania town. 
One juror,

acquittal 


against eleven for conviction in a 
minor degree, offered to throw dice 
for h*S vote against any one of the 
eleven. 
The offer was taken up, and 


the story runs that the man von five 
jurors, one after the other for acquit- 
tal, lost three of them back; then, 
after a great deal of seesawing. Inml- 
ed the entire eleven. 
The result was 


nn acquittal, where the actual senti- 
ment of the jury was eleven for de- 
cision of guilt and one for a decision 
of in-nocence. 


A somewhat similar transaction in 


the jury room is told by a lawyer cf 
Chicago, who claims to have evidence 
that his client was convicted after 
six of the jury had played pinochle 
against the other six for their votes.
